Continuation of box 3: The amendments filed on 10/15/2009 further limit the claim 10 
to, "assaying is achieved by determining the nucleotide pair at polymorphism site -51 1 
C->Tof the IL-1p gene which is position 1423 of SEQ ID NO 11." The amendment has 
limited the scope (in view of the election of 1/8/2008) from determining any SNP that on 
the chromosome that is in linkage disequilibrium with the -31 polymorphism of the 
human IL-1f3 gene to a specific polymorphic site in a specific nucleic acid sequence. To 
examine the claim as filed would require searching of the specific nucleic acid sequence 
with respect to the polymorphic site. These new limitations further limit the scope of the 
claims and thus require further search and consideration because the claims now 
require additional elements that were not present at time of Final Rejection. 
Continuation of box 1 1 : 

The request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application 
in condition for allowance for the reasons of record in view of the non-entry of the after 
final amendment. 

Applicants remaining arguments refer to the amended claims and rely solely on 
the amendments. The applicant provided no further arguments not already considered. 
Since the arguments were not entered, the arguments are moot. Therefore the 
arguments drawn to the after final amendments have not been considered.
